MIDSUMMER  EXAMINATIONS 


In  view  of  the  unavoidable  interruptions  to  school  work  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  current  half  year,  the  holding  of  the  Midsummer 
examinations  will  be  deferred  in  each  case  for  a  fortnight  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scheme  : —

With  the  foregoing  provisions  and  those  made  in  the  Regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  these  examinations,  the  ill  effects  upon  the  school  work  of 
the  aforesaid  interruptions  may  be  reasonably  well  overcome.  And,  further, 
as  Easter  next  year  will  be  nearly  three  weeks  later  than  in  1918,  it  is  unne¬ 
cessary  to  amend  the  Farm  Regulations  which  were  issued  last  September, 
except  to  provide  that  the  teachers’  examination  may  be  deferred  until  the 
week  following  the  Easter  holidays.
